ed. If there are a lot of pimples, 


and they do not respond rather 
quickly to treatment, take your 
daughter to. thé best specialist you 
know. See that she has the right 
diet, sufficient sleep, exercise, and 
fresh air. Most important of all. 
see that her troubled youing skin is 
kept clean.

oil, perspiration 
Hand dirt that 
have accumu- 
lated during 
4 the day. If not 
removed, this 
material clogs 
the pores and

and unsightly pimples. 

Use cold water or a mild skin 
tonic to tighten the pores after the 
skin has been cleansed. During the 
day encourage your daughter to 
use a healing, soothing lotion that 
leaves a light powdery film to pro- 
tect the skin. She should avoid 
regular make-up if possible until 
the acne has cleared up. 

Frequent bathing helps insure 
the thorough cleanliness that 
hastens the improvement in the 
most stubborn case of acne. Teach 
your ’teen age daughter the value 
of deodorants, deodorizing soaps 
and anti-perspirants, for no young 
girl can hope to be popular and 
self-confident unless she is dainty 
and sweet. This is the time to 
learn to use mouth washes. too. 

Remember how girls love things 
—Just possessing them. You will 
encourage all of the good beauty 
habits and health habits by letting 
each child have her own toilet 
articles, her own box of powder

QUESTION: “I have been using 
two kinds of brightening rinses 
for my hair. The first was not en- 
tirely satisfactory and I have been 
trying one that my friend finds 
excellent. My hair seems dry and 
has a peculiar metallic color about 
it. Could the-rinse be the cause 
of this?]—Mrs. Helen G.” 


It is possible that using one 
bleach after you were accustomed 
to another has caused the peculiar 
color and texture of your hair. 
After all, most brightening prep- 
arations do contain rather strong 
chemicals. You would be wise to 
discontinue both for a while and 
have two or three hot oil sham- 
poos. Then if your hair is light 
in color I would suggest a rinse of 
strained lemon juice or camomile 
tea. These are quite harmless and 
you might find them more satis- 
factory. 
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Split and broken fingernails are 
often caused by filing the nails too 
far into the cuticle at the sides in 
an-attempt to accent the pointed 
or deeply oval shape of the nails. 
Leave a narrow margin of white 
at the sides of your nails and do 
not touch the cuticle. 

Nails get little stimulation, so it 
is a good plan to buff them occa- 
sionally to keep them flexible. It 
is also a good idea to give your 
nails an occasional holiday from 
make-up, just as you do your face 
at hedtime. Always after shaping 
your nails soak them in warm 
olive oil for three minutes, mas- 
sage each one and scrub with scap 
and warm water. Dry thoroughly 
and then appiy your nail polish. 
Wen the nail polish is set, apply 
a finishing cream to the hands 
and work a little cuticle oil around 
the rims of the uails, to keep them 
healthy and beautifully smooth.

Short Cuts 


Cooking experts do not recom- 
mend cutting away any part of 
the mushroom in preparing it for 
cooking, unless obviously tough.

This can be 
trimmed off easily and without 
much waste, as a rule. Do not peel 
the caps of mushrooms, unless you 
have to. 
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A point in favor of fresh fish is 
that it is less stimulating than 
meat.

Girls Should Cook For 


Family, Under Supervision

ITTLE girls usually love to cook 
atid mothers should encourage 

to do so as often as possible. 
* children prepare some- 
ir: the family, meal occa- 
ey. and. let them prepare 

x own school lunches and the 
refreshments for their own parties. 

Of course mother must surer- 
vise the first efforts of the small 
cook. She must teach her the im- 
portance of assembling all of the 
baking dishes, measuring spoons, 
mixing bowls and cups that will 
be meeded and all of the ingredi- 
ents before she starts. 

The second thing that the small 
cook must learn is to follow all 
measurements exactly if she wants 
to insure the success of the fin- 
ished product. Give her simple re- 
cipes to begin with and read over

,the recipe several times to be sure 


that she understands the direc- 
tions. 

Before cooking anything, the 
little girl should understand that 
her hair should be tidied, her 
hands scrubbed until they are 
pink and a clean apron worn over 
her dress. Here are some recipes 
for things the little girl of eight or 
ten should be able to make as well 
as mother. 

Cakes 


4 Cu 

Measure 1p cups flour, then 
sift and measure ‘again, putting 
the extra flour back in the bin. 
Sift the flour again with 2 tea- 
spootis baking powder and ¥% tea- 
spgon salt into a mixing bowl. 
Measure 2 tablespoons shortening 
and put into a cup in hot water 
to soften. Break 2 eggs into a big 
mixing bowl and beat adding 1 cup 
sugar a little at a time. Pour in 14 
cup milk and add the flour mix- 
ture a little at a time, stirring vig- 
orously with a big mixing spoon. 
When thoroughly blended, add the 
softened shortening and 1 tea- 
spoon vanilla, lemon or almond 
extract, 

Grease muffin tins with softened 
butter, sprinkle with flour anc 
shake them, out so there is just s 
thin lining of flour to prevent 
sticking and give the little cakes a 
smooth surface. Now take the eg: 
beater and beat until the cake 
batter is very light. and smooth 
Spoon_it into the greased muffin 
pans, filling them about 2/3 fulF 
Bake in a moderate oven, one that 
is about 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
by the cooking thermometer, foi 
20 minutes or until the little cake: 
are done. Frost with confectioner’, 
sugar frosting after the cakes hay: 
cooled slightly.

To make 4 servings of salad, you 
will need 12 large prunes.
